NEW YORK. Jan. —=Myntory
surrounds the fire which foreed the
Norwegian freight steamer SBygoa to
put back to this port today after
having salled yesterday for Aroh-
angel with a large cargo consigned
to the Husslan government., The
fire boat William J. Gaynor met the
| frelghter at quarantine and after
'quantities of steam had veen turned
inte the B8ygoa's forehold, from
which clouds of smoke were pouring
when It reached port, it was belleved
the fire was virtually under control.
Dfficers and membars of the frelghts
er's erew sald so far as they knew mno
exploslon preceded the flre, but they
were unable to offer an explanation of
how the blags originaied in & hold which
they sald contalned only structural steel
and  rallway materinl.  When asked
there was evidencs Indieating that the
fire had been of incendiary origin. the
officers sald “that it was too soon to
mnake af investigation''

Mombers of the Svgna's erew, whe
covered the hateh of the forehold yes-
terday, sald there was no Indleation of
fire when the frelghter salled and that
it waa enrly yesterday evening before
one of the watelh saw smoke seeping
from around the hateh. The cover wan
hurrisdly taken off, and while no flamea
could be mewn, A gEreat gquantity of smoke
ross from ths hold,
